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Cathedral: we’re 
backing bypass

THE Dean of Ely Cathedral is urging 
council chiefs to press ahead with 
Ely’s Southern Bypass plans. 

The Very Revd Mark Bonney, right, 
insists the benefits the £30 million new 
road would bring to the Ely area “far 
outweigh” the loss of part of the south¬ 
ern view of the cathedral from the 
A142. 

It is the first time the cathedral, 
which has always been in support of 
the bypass, has spoken up over the 
proposals - a final decision on which 
was due to be made by Cambridgeshire 
County Council last month. 

However, as previously reported, that 
decision has now been put back as 
English Heritage insists the new road 
will damage views of the cathedral and 
the surrounding countryside. 

The dean said: “One of the iconic 
views of the English landscape is that 
of Ely Cathedral from the fens, partic¬ 
ularly from the south, approaching on

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the A142 coming from Stuntney. 

“There is considerable anxiety in 
some quarters that this view will be 
compromised by the proposed new Ely 
Southern Bypass. 

“The Chapter of Ely Cathedral wish to 
publicly record that they are totally 
supportive of the proposals being con¬ 
sidered. Chapter recognises that many 
issues are at play here; certainly, one 
particular viewpoint will be compro¬ 
mised, but the iconic view from 
Stuntney that thousands of people see 
daily will not be.” 

He added: “The advantages gained 
for an expanding city and the sur¬ 
rounding area will be enormous. 

“The loss of part of the southern view 
is far outweighed by the community 
benefit that will result from the allevi¬ 


ation of current traffic congestion at 
the railway crossing and by allowing 
large vehicles to bypass the city.” 

English Heritage believe lowering 
and widening the existing underpass 
would resolve the city’s transport 
problems “without additional harm to 
the cathedral and other parts of Ely”. 

A spokeswoman said: “We believe 
that ah the other options would be less 
harmful to Ely Cathedral and our 
research has shown that one of the 
options, of lowering and widening the 
existing underpass, could resolve Ely’s 
transport problems and allow regen¬ 
eration of the station area without 
additional harm to the cathedral and 
other parts of Ely. 

“We had reviewed the county coun¬ 
cil’s application for the construction of 
the proposed southern bypass and 
concluded that as it stands, it would be 
very harmful. 

“A detailed report, setting out English 
Heritage’s response, has been submit¬ 
ted to the county council. 

“Ely Cathedral is important to the 
history and quality of life in this coun¬ 
try and decisions made will have an 
impact for years to come. English 
Heritage advises a considered course 
of action; one that will allow economic 
development now, without posing a 
threat to our past achievements.” 

The county council confirmed that 
the decision had been put back and 
that a date for the bypass plans to be 
re-considered is yet to be rearranged.

FEARS are being raised over 
the future of the arts in the 
Ely area. 

Liberal Democrat members 
at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council are angry 
that grant funding for Arts 
Development in East 
Cambridgeshire (ADeC) has 
been transferred from the 
district council to the City of 
Ely Council. 

As previously reported, 
ADeC says it is “very pleased” 
to be working with the city 
council, but the Ely-based 
charity has warned that some 
of its services are being 
scrapped and that the 
changeover is leading to it re¬ 
structuring. 

Among the services being 
axed is the small grants 
scheme which it currently 
runs to help out smaller arts 
organisations. 

Lib Dem Cllr Pauline 
Wilson, whose ward is

Haddenham, said: “We were 
assured that everything 
would stay the same follow¬ 
ing the transfer but we knew it 
wouldn’t. 

“The city council is not in a 
position to fund arts in the 
same way that the district 
council did. 

“We raised our concerns 
about ADeC being transferred 
to the city council and have 
once again being proven cor¬ 
rect. 

“Now ADeC will only be 
working in Ely and there will 
be no help for the arts in the 
villages. 

“Drama groups and panto¬ 
mimes etc were given free 
advice and guidance as well 
as small monetary grants 
towards costumes and art¬ 
work. 

“It has been great to see so 


many children getting 
involved in drama, giving 
them something to do other 
than hanging around on the 
streets with nowhere to go. 
When will the Tories learn 
from their mistakes?” 

A spokeswoman for ADeC 
said: “We are very pleased to 
be working with the city 
council, and believe this is in 
the best long-term. We are in 
active discussions with them 
about future services. 

“In the meantime we are 
working with the Isle of Ely 
Arts Festival to deliver a range 
of exciting arts activities and 
events this summer which 
will take place throughout the 
district.” 

The organisation’s director, 
Jane Wilson, is leaving in mid- 
April and there will soon be 
two co-directors - Nathan 
Jones and Caroline Cawley - 
both of whom are existing 
staff members. 


Investigation into lay-by stabbing is ongoing 


POLICE have launched an 
appeal to trace a van after a 
lorry driver suffered slash 
wounds in a lay-by in 
Haddenham. 

Officers are keen to speak to 
three men who were spotted 
in the van seen pulling into 
the lay-by at around the time 
the lorry driver suffered seri¬ 
ous injuries. 


Witnesses have described 
seeing a white Transit-style 
van indicating to pull into the 
lay-by in Sutton Road between 
7.15am and 7.30am on 
Tuesday, April 1. 

As previously reported, a 
45-year-old man needed hos¬ 
pital treatment after suffering 
from slash wounds in an inci¬ 
dent in the lay-by at around 


the same time. He has since 
been discharged from hospi¬ 
tal. 

Det Sgt Phill Richardson, 
investigating, said: “I would 
like to stress they are not 
being treated as suspects, but 
may have been key witnesses 
to what happened.”

Roadworks are ‘a 
nightmare’ for us

A BUSINESSWOMAN says she is 
being left thousands of pounds out 
of pocket as a result of roadworks 
and the “ridiculous” signage being 
used to alert motorists. 

Juliet Browse, the owner of Spoilt 
Rotten Beads in Haddenham, is urg¬ 
ing Cambridgeshire County Council 
Highways to be “more considerate” 
about the impact roadworks can 
have on rural businesses. 

She says her business, located on 
The Green, has lost thousands of 
pounds in the last fortnight as a 
result of the road between 
Haddenham and Earith High Street 
being shut. 

And now that work has started on 
repairing the A1123 between Earith 
and St Ives, she is calling for action. 

Juliet, who launched her award¬ 
winning business in 2005, said: “I 
totally understand that roads need 
to be repaired but what is happen¬ 
ing here is ridiculous and quite 
frankly a nightmare. 

“The roadworks in Earith High 
Street lasted for two weeks and we 
lost thousands of pounds during 
that time. 

“Instead of closing one side of the 
road and setting up a traffic light 
system, the council closed the entire

road, which prevented a lot of peo¬ 
ple from accessing Haddenham. 

“Not only that but huge signs were 
put up in Huntingdon and St Ives 
telling drivers that all roads were 
closed and that there was no access 
to Haddenham. 

“Instead of diverting motorists via 
Sutton, which would have only put 
them out of their way a few miles, 
they were telling drivers to go along 
the A14 and down the A10 to 
Haddenham. 

“We had customers calling us to 
say that they wanted to get to us but 
that they physically couldn’t as they 


didn’t know how to.” 

Work has now started on resurfac¬ 
ing the A1123 between Earith and St 
Ives, and all the villages in between, 
and is expected to last for about four 
weeks. 

Juliet said: “I’m really worried 
about the impact this is going to 
have on the business. 

“Once again, the ridiculous sig¬ 
nage is up and people are being 
diverted away from the village when 
there is really no need. They are 
simply turning around and not 
bothering. 

“I’ve repeatedly called the council 
to try and argue my point and show 
them that they could be making it so 
much easier for us but they don’t 
return my calls. 

“It’s not fair on people like us who 
are trying to make a living in these 
small village communities. They 
wouldn’t do this to businesses in Ely 
High Street so why do it to us?” 

A spokesman for the county coun¬ 
cil said the work was going to take 
place between 9.30am and 3.30pm 
on weekdays and from 7.30am-8pm 
at weekends. 

He said that a “fully signed diver¬ 
sion was in place and access to 
houses and businesses was main¬ 
tained at all times”. He added that 
“local people were informed well in 
advance of the work”. 


Hundreds of free cathedral passes issued in one day 


Dumped 
waste: 
man, 19, 
sentenced 

A TEENAGER who was 
caught illegally carrying 
waste and dumping it in 
the countryside has been 
sentenced at court. 

Cameron Fordham, 19, 
pleaded guilty to fly¬ 
tipping and not being a 
registered carrier of 
waste at Cambridge 
Magistrates Court last 
Thursday. 

Fordham, of High 
Barns, Ely, was ordered 
to carry out 100 hours of 
unpaid work. 

He was also made to 
pay South 

Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s court costs of 
£480 and a victim 
surcharge of £60. 

Fordham blocked a 
bridleway off Gransden 
Road in Caxton after he 
dumped three large 
builder’s bags of waste. 

A tip-off from a member 
of the public was 
investigated by the 
district council’s 
enforcement officers, 
who uncovered evidence 
to take action. 

The waste had been 
passed onto Fordham by 
a firm who had been paid 
to clear a Cambridge 
property. The company 
failed to check if 
Fordham was registered 
with the Environment 
Agency as a waste carrier. 

The owner of the 
company who passed the 
waste onto Fordham was 
issued a formal caution 
for a duty of care offence 
by the council.

Ihist in running 
for new schools 


A TRUST which is in charge of 
more than 20 academy 
schools across the UK is in 
the running to set up two 
new schools in Littleport. 

Ambitious plans to build 
two new schools in the village 
have been gathering pace in 
recent months and next week 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s cabinet is expected 
to decide its preferred spon¬ 
sor for the new facilities. 

Three organisations applied 
to run the new schools - the 
Active Learning Trust, which 
will be running the new pri¬ 
mary school in North Ely - the 
Greenwood Dale Foundation 
Trust and the Lilac Sky 
Academy. 

The cabinet is being recom¬ 
mended to choose the 
Greenwood Dale Foundation 
Trust, which is currently in 
charge of 23 academy schools, 
as the sponsor when mem¬ 
bers meet next Tuesday.

In a report to members, Cllr 
David Harty, cabinet member 
for education and learning, 
said the trust was particularly 
strong as it “demonstrated the 
greatest experience of setting 
up new schools and, in par¬ 
ticular, improving outcomes 
for ‘education, skills and 
training’ in areas of high dep¬ 
rivation”. 

He added that the trust 
demonstrated “an under¬ 
standing of the council’s very 
low level of revenue funding 
and the associated challenges 
resulting from this, particu¬ 
larly in respect of establishing 
two new schools to open at 
the same time”. 

Cllr Harty also said that the 
trust had shown “an under¬ 
standing of the challenges of 
opening a special school for 
children and young people 


spanning the 2-19 age range 
with very complex needs”. 

As previously reported, the 
schools - both due to open in 
September 2016 - will be co¬ 
located on land north west of 
Littleport, near its leisure 
centre. 

The secondary school will 
cater initially for 600 pupils 
aged from 11 to 16, with the 
potential for future expansion 
up to 750 pupils. 

The special school on the 
same site will cater for 110 
pupils aged from 2 to 19 with 
complex special educational 
needs. 

A recent review of secondary 
education in East 
Cambridgeshire shows that 
three new special schools are 
needed in Cambridgeshire 
within the next decade. 

The cabinet’s decision will 
then go before the Secretary 
of State for Education, who 
has the final say. 


New set of plans for derelict listed windmill 


FRESH plans to give a derelict 
windmill a new lease of life 
have been submitted. 

Mr and Mrs Rutterford and 
Mr and Mrs Lockwood were 
given planning permission to 
renovate Tower Mill in Ely 
Road, Little Downham, last 
year. 

Their proposals, approved 
by East Cambridgeshire 


District Council, also involved 
building a four-bedroom 
house and a three-bedroom 
bungalow at the site. 

But now Mr and Mrs H 
Martin, of North Street, 
Wicken, have applied for 
planning permission to devel¬ 
op the 19th century Grade II 
listed mill. 

They want to convert the 


mill into residential use and 
build two new properties, 
with associated equestrian 
facilities, on the land. 

The architects involved are 
Littleport-based Freeman 
Brear Architects, who also 
handled the previous applica¬ 
tion.

Post Office saga 
set to rumble on 


ELY’S Post Office could be 
forced to operate from a port¬ 
able building in a car park for 
at least another four months. 

With the search for a perma¬ 
nent location for the branch 
still on, bosses at Post Office 
Ltd have now applied for plan¬ 
ning permission to continue 
using the portable building in 
Newnham Street car park 
until September 5. 

The post office has been 
there since November and it 
was hoped the portable build¬ 
ing would only be required 
until May 5. 

But in a statement to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, Post Office Ltd’s

agents said: “The purpose of 
the original application was to 
ensure that post office servic¬ 
es could still remain accessi¬ 
ble to the local community 
while permanent new prem¬ 
ises in the locality could be 
identified. 

“The search for suitable 
alternative premises has taken 
longer than anticipated and a 
permanent new home for the 
post office will now not be 
secured by May 4. 

“To ensure that services 
remain available to the resi¬ 
dents of Ely, an extension to 


the timescale of the tempo¬ 
rary planning permission is 
necessary.” 

The plan was to move the 
branch inside the Premier 
Convenience Store in High 
Street, but that move was axed 
as a public consultation 
revealed there would not be 
enough room for both facili¬ 
ties. 

As previously reported, the 
City of Ely Council is demand¬ 
ing a fortnightly update on 
progress being made to find 
permanent premises for the 
Post Office. Bosses at Post 
Office Ltd say they are work¬ 
ing “extremely hard” to find a 
permanent solution.

Protesting organisations should 
bear cost of a public inquiry 

I FIND it extremely odd that English Heritage, 
Campaign to Protect Rural England (CPRE) 
and Ely crossing Action Group consider that 
the proposed Ely Southern Bypass would have 
a detrimental effect on the view of Ely 
Cathedral. 

If you travel along Stuntney Causeway into 
Ely the cathedral view is always on your right- 
hand side across open fields to the river and 
beyond. As the proposed bypass will be on 
your left from a roundabout on the Causeway it 
is impossible for it impede the magnificent 
vista of the cathedral set on its little hill. At the 
most street lamp standards on and near the 
roundabout could have a transitory impact on 
the view, but only when travelling underneath 
them and no more than the existing lamps 
near the junction of Queen Adelaide Way and 
the Causeway do now. 

Last week, I spent an afternoon and evening 
on separate days at the railway station 
monitoring the amount of time the barriers at 
the level crossing were closed to traffic. It 
varied from 24 minutes in the hour to 41 
minutes in the hour at the busiest time. During 
the latter period and afterwards traffic was 
backed up as far as the eye could see to 
Stuntney. Lorries were stationery on Ely High 
Bridge with nowhere to go and cars were 
passing them with risk to obtain access to the 
underpass - sometimes traffic coming out of 
Ely was forced to stop to allow them through. I 
shudder to think what would have happened if 
an emergency vehicle needed to get by. 

As readers may recall from a recent letter to 
this paper, I am very much galled by non- 
elected quangos and a self-appointed action 
group being able to derail the decisions of our 
elected representatives at local level (this does 
not mean that they are not entitled to expess 
their views). 

If a public enquiry is now held, I sincerely 
hope that the costs incurred will not be borne 
by the council taxpayers of Cambridgeshire 
but by the three organisations mentioned. In 
the case of CPRE, I notice from a newspaper 
article in the Ely News that the chairman, Mr 
Michael Monk, is very keen to find an 
alternative route “even if it is more expensive”. 
Perhaps his organisation would volunteer to 
fund the extra costs (which no doubt would be 
considerable) from their resources.

Why are they so set on 
taking us back in time? 

THE question to be asked is why is English 
Heritage are so obsessed with stopping Ely 
growing; why so obsessed with taking Ely back 
to before the Fens were drained? 

Are they? Yes they are. They are pouring 
thousands of pounds into setting up the 
wildlife settling ponds in the Coveney area and 
have already given vast amounts of money to 
the National Trust to get part of Wicken Fen 
flooding scheme on board. We already have 
vast swathes of wetlands in the Feltwell, 
Lakenheath area. How much more ‘cutting off 
do we need for Ely to be back in the dark ages? 

It has been cut off from the north/west for 
months this year already. 

I travel regularly through St Ives and have 
seen it growing over the last few years; 
something which Ely has got to be allowed to 
do or remain a dormitory town. English 
Heritage keeps barking on about destroying 
the view of Ely Cathedral. The view to who? 
Currently there are no roads on the south east 
side of Ely apart from the A10, and this view 
will not be changed. You leave to go out to 
Wicken to be able to follow a road with a view 
of Ely Cathedral. This view will not be 
changed. There are very few houses in this 
area, but there will be a few walkers, cyclists, 
runners and boaters who lose the view of the 
cathedral for a few minutes while they move 
their position, but there will be hundreds of 
thousands of people who will travel over the 
new bridge if it is allowed to go ahead. 

I do not think anyone from English Heritage 
has ever been down to the relevant area and 


viewed it. Perhaps they would like to meet me 
and we can walk along the river bank. 

Common sense will dictate, but I don’t think 
they really care. They are only trying to 
generate their name to get recognition. 
Continually they and a few others go on about 
a deeper, wider underpass; very much wider to 
take account of two very large lorries passing 
underneath the bridge. There is insufficient 
distance between the underpass and the river 
bridge for this type of operation. That is only 
part of the problem. There is the roundabout at 
the bottom of Back Hill/Angel Drove and the 
second roundabout currently at the entrance 
of The Dock Industrial site, both causing the 
traffic to stop on a number of occasions during 
the day. These problems will not go away, so 
the problem will not have been solved. Will the 
railway agree to a closure of lines over the 
bridge while the excavation and rebuilding is 
ongoing, say a minimum of three months if 
they are lucky? I think not. 

I suppose, English Heritage and friends, your 
pride will not allow you to admit defeat and 
withdraw proudly. You will continue to cause 
as much mayhem and time delay as possible. 
Come on Cambridgeshire County Council, 
please approve this planning application and 
make the strongest possible objection to stop 
English Heritage from delaying this by way of a 
Public Enquiry. You can do it.

Priorities are all wrong for 
Conservatives on council 

THE Conservatives are seeking to streamline 
East Cambs District Council by imposing 
sweeping economies and redundancies, while 
continuing with expensive prestige projects: 
the cinema and leisure centre outside Ely have 
cost almost £1 million before a brick has been 
laid, while facilities we already have at the 
Paradise Centre could be refurbished much 
more cheaply. 

Support for Dial-a-Ride has ceased and ADeC 
has been given away to Ely City Council, which 
will inevitably withdraw support from arts 
activities outside Ely. Visual and the 
performing arts have been a major attraction 
for those who visit or wish to live in East 
Cambridgeshire. 

Planning and forward planning must be a 
priority as the development of 3,000 homes to 
the north of Ely is considered. Mereham was 
turned away, but this new expansion is 
comparable, with 40% more Ely residents, and 
much more than a southern bypass will be 
required to enable individuals and vehicles to 
easily enter, leave or pass close to Ely. Great 
improvements are already needed to the A10 
towards Cambridge, the A142 towards March 
and longer trains on main routes. Is giving 
money to improve the A14 a sensible priority? 

Morale among the staff at the council has 
been badly affected, and there has been an 
alarming level of stress and a sharp rise in the 
number of absences through illness. The 20 
proposed redundancies, which include the loss 
of valued staff with expertise and experience 
in many key areas, are a high-risk strategy, 
which could cost more than it is hoped to save. 
A number of Conservative councillors have 
seen this and resigned from their group.

Award for rapid 
response scheme 


A NEW pilot service helping unwell 
older people in the Ely area get the 
support they need - urgently - has 
won a national award. 

The community rapid response 
scheme run by Cambridgeshire 
Community Services NHS Trust has 
beaten fierce competition to scoop the 
‘March Story of the Month’ from 6Cs 
Live! and Nursing Times. 

The service was chosen after the care 
given to Ely couple Vera and Len 
Wickham, who are both aged 95 and 
have been married for more than 70 
years, enabled them to stay together at 
home. 

Vera was referred to the service by 
her GP after an infected, swollen leg 
had left her unable to walk and feeling 
unwell with a high temperature. 

Vera also suffers from chronic 
obstructive pulmonary disease 
(COPD), heart failure and high blood

on how she is able to cope at home.

The trust is the only organisation to 
have won the monthly award twice, 
having previously been recognised for 
its children’s community nursing ser¬ 
vice.

lUrbine plan 


AN anemometer will be erected on 
land on the outskirts of Haddenham 
to test if the site is suitable for a 
wind farm. 

The 61.5m device will be fitted at 
Berry Fen - land in between 
Haddenham and Aldreth - by REG 
Windpower, the firm which wants 
to build four 130m wind turbines 
there. 

The company applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council to 
erect the anemometer and mem¬ 
bers of the planning committee said 
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they were left with little choice but 
to approve the proposals when they 
met on Wednesday last week. 

The device, which will be support¬ 
ed by ‘guy wires’, will be used by 
REG to gather data on wind speed 
before the firm submits its plans for 
the turbines. 

REG Windpower says the new tur¬ 
bines could provide enough renew¬ 
able energy to power 4,500 homes

but protestors, who have formed the 
Stop Berry Wind Farm campaign, 
say the turbines will “destroy the 
peace and tranquility” of the area, 
“wreak havoc” on local wildlife and 
have a detrimental impact on local 
property prices. 

Speaking after the decision on the 
anemometer was made, Steve 
Cheetham, who spoke on behalf of 
campaigners at the meeting, said: 
“Despite permission for the wind 
anemometer being granted, the 
local support we have received has

been very encouraging and will 
undoubtedly grow in the coming 
months in the lead-up to the full 
application for the wind turbines. 

“We will be continuing our cam¬ 
paign over the coming weeks with 
information drops, open days and 
fundraising events so people can 
fully understand the impact wind 
turbines will have on our local com¬ 
munity.” 

The wind farm plans, although not 
yet submitted, have received more 
than 170 letters of objection to date.

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Meet head 
of Ely’s 
new school 


PLANS to build a new school in Ely 
to cater for the city’s ever-increas¬ 
ing shortage of primary school 
places have been in the pipeline for 
years. 

But the proposals for the facilities 
in North Ely have gathered pace at a 
phenomenal rate in recent months. 

The Active Learning Trust (ALT) 
has been chosen to set up and run 
the new school, which will be called 
the Isle of Ely Primary School, par¬ 
ents have applied for places for their 
children and the school’s head, 
Bryony Surtees, has now been 
appointed. 

Bryony, who lives in Littleport, is 
currently head at Cambridge’s new¬ 
est school - Chesterton Primary 
School - which opened its doors last 
September. 

The mum-of-two will be head of 
both schools once Ely’s has opened 
- something which is not unusual at 
academies. 

Bryony said: “Some people might 
ask how on earth you can be head of 
two separate schools but it’s per¬ 
fectly feasible. I think it’s vital that 
I’m at both schools each day, it’s 
important that I’m visible at them 
both so I’ll simply split my day. 

“It might be that I work at one 
school in the morning and then at 
the other in the afternoon, and vice 
versa. It’s not as if I’ll have too far to 
travel in between each one. 

“I’m also lucky that I’ve got 
extremely efficient people at both 
schools who I trust wholeheartedly 
to make sure everything is running 
smoothly whenever I’m not around.” 

Bryony, who lives with her hus¬ 
band, Darren and children, Jasmine, 
12, and Scarlett, 8, admits being the 
head of a brand new school is not 
going to be easy. 

She said: “We were met with quite 
a lot of resistance when we first 
opened Chesterton Primary School 
but I completely understand why. 

“Everything was brand new - we 
had no history or no Ofsted reports 
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that people could check so parents 
and members of the community 
were understandably wary. 

“But the school has grown from 
strength to strength since it opened. 
The pupils are happy, the parents 
are happy and the local community 
is happy, and I am confident that is 
exactly what will happen in Ely.” 

When asked about the ALT, which 
was chosen by the Department for 
Education (DfE) to run the new 
school in Ely, Bryony said: “There 
are obviously some people out there 
who aren’t keen on academies, but I 
think it’s more a case of they don’t 
really know what we’re about. The 
reality is that local authorities are 
no longer really able to set up and 
run their own schools like they used 
to. 

“I can’t really put into words how 
pleased I’ve been with the ALT. It’s a 
very strong, effective organisation 
which is always there to support 
each and every person it’s responsi¬ 
ble for. 

“I think that’s where the majority 
of academies are better than local 
authorities - they know their pupils 
and staff individually, which is 
something not many local authori¬ 
ties are able to say. 

“The Isle of Ely Primary School 
will be a school with real commu¬ 
nity ownership and we will ensure 
our pupils achieve excellence 
through strong support. I am an Ely 
girl born and bred so obviously I 
can’t wait to see the new school 
open and a hive of activity.” 

The school will take its first set of 
approximately 60 reception age 
pupils in September 2014 as for the 
first year it will operate from Ely St 
Mary’s Junior School in High Barns, 
before moving to the permanent 
accommodation in the north of the 
city the following September.

Survivor backing 
cancer campaign 



A BOWEL cancer survivor is sup¬ 
porting a campaign which aims 
to raise awareness about the dis¬ 
ease in young people. 

Naomi McCombie, 43, first 
started experiencing a discomfort 
in her lower abdomen in July 2012. 

Naomi, who lives in Ely and 
works at the city’s Atrium Club, 
then visited her GP as she had 
stopped eating. 

All the signs pointed towards 
troubles with her appendix so she 
was sent straight to hospital, 
where she had a CT scan and 
ultrasound. 

Naomi then went in to hospital 
for a laparoscopic procedure to 
remove her appendix but woke up 
six hours later to be told she had to 
have a ‘vertical laparotomy’ to 
remove a large lump and part of 
her bowel. 

On July 30, Naomi, who lives 
with her husband Neil and 
17-year-old son Aaron, went back 
to see her consultant who 
informed her that the lump they 
had removed was cancerous. She 
underwent gruelling chemother¬ 
apy and, thankfully, has now 
been in remission for just over a 
year. 

Naomi’s grandmother died of 
breast cancer and her father 
passed away in 1978, aged just 30, 


after battling cancer of the intes¬ 
tines and stomach. 

As part of Bowel Cancer 
Awareness Month this month, 
Naomi is supporting Bowel 
Cancer UK’s ‘Never Too Young’ 
campaign, which is highlighting 
the impact of bowel cancer on 
younger people. 

The charity also says there is a 
lack of surveillance screening and 
is calling for this to be addressed 
to ensure early detection of the 
disease, particularly for young 
people who are at higher risk. 

Genetic factors contribute to up 
to 30 per cent of bowel cancer 
cases and as a result, Naomi’s son 
will now be offered regular check¬ 
ups as soon as he turns 25 - or 
sooner if he requests. 

The risk of someone getting 
bowel cancer significantly 
increases if they either have one 
close relative with the disease 
who was under 50 at diagnosis, or 
two close relatives who were aged 
60 or over at diagnosis. 

It is estimated that nearly 30 per 
cent of the population aged 30-70 
have one or two close family rela¬ 
tives with bowel cancer.

OPPOSITION is mounting against 
plans to build 100 new homes in 
Haddenham. 

Just weeks after Cheshire-based 
firm Gladman Developments Ltd 
applied for planning permission to 
build on land south of 18, 
Wilburton Road, dozens of objec¬ 
tions have already been submit¬ 
ted. 

The company wants to build 100 
new homes on the eight-acre site, 
about 30 of which would be afford¬ 
able housing, as well as a children’s 
play area and public space. 

But residents are urging East 
Cambridgeshire District to refuse 
the plans, insisting the village will 
“struggle to cope”. 

Mr and Mrs Howard, of nearby 
Pear Tree Close, said: “Haddenham 
would struggle to cope. As it 
stands, our surgery is over¬ 
stretched and our school is full. 

“The High Street is continually 
busy and the influx of another 100 
families and their cars does not 
bear thinking about. 

“The proposed entrance to this 
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site is dangerous as this is very 
close to a sharp right-hand bend 
on the main road.” 

Alison Campbell-Smith, of 
School Lane, Aldreth, says that 
neither the village’s school nor the 
doctor’s surgery could cope with 
an extra 100 families. 

She added: “The significant 
increase in traffic resulting from 
this development would result in 
crippling congestion for 
Haddenham and Wilburton and 
safety risk for pedestrians and 
other road users.” 

Haddenham Parish Council has 
also objected. 

Gladman Developments has also 
applied to build 130 new homes in 
Field End, Witchford, while the 
firm has expressed an interest in 
building 99 homes in nearby 
Wilburton.

SOHAM fire station is one of nine 
in Cambridgeshire which is 
receiving a state-of-the-art new 
fire engine. 

The new appliances, which are 
called light rescue pumps, are 
already on the run at Whittlesey, 
Yaxley and St Ives, after they took 
delivery of theirs last month. 

The remaining six will go to 
Soham, Chatteris, Sawston, 
Cottenham, March and Ramsey 
over the next three months. 

Soham’s new fire engine will be

delivered next Thursday. 

The rescue pumps, which cost 
approximately £240,000 each, look 
similar to traditional fire engines, 
carrying 1,800 litres of water and a 
variety of ladders, but they also 
hold additional equipment that 
provides an enhanced rescue capa¬ 
bility for road traffic collisions, and 
will enable an improved service to 
rural communities. 


Area Commander for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service, Maurice Moore, said: “This 
is the first time in many years that 
we’ve been in a position to offer the 
best available appliances to our on- 
call staff. 

“This is thanks to our progressive 
approach to managing our resourc¬ 
es and making efficient savings. 

“Providing this cutting-edge 
equipment, appliances and train¬ 
ing for our staff shows our dedica¬ 
tion to continue to strive and 


develop and in turn, means the 
residents of Cambridgeshire will 
receive the best fire cover we can 
offer.” 

The delivery of the new engine is 
certainly good news for Soham’s 
firefighters as in 2012 the station 
was at risk of losing one of its two 
engines due to fire service cuts of 
more than £4 million. 

The service says the new engine 
will be replacing the station’s main 
one and that its second engine will 
remain.

CALVARY (15,101 mins) 

THE luck of the Irish runs out 
for one unsuspecting priest 
in John Michael McDonagh’s 
wicked black comedy that 
contrives a murder mystery 
before the heinous crime has 
been committed. 

In a riveting opening 
sequence worthy of Alfred 
Hitchcock, Father James 
Lavelle (Brendan Gleeson) 
tends to his flock in a close-knit 
Sligo community riddled with 
dark secrets. 

Sitting quietly in the 
confession booth, the holy man 
is stunned when an anonymous 
male parishioner confides, "I 
was raped by a priest when 
I was seven years old, every 
other day for five years.” 

Father James listens intently 
as the man calmly reveals that 
his abuser was never punished 
and he intends to exact 
revenge by spilling more blood. 

"There's no point in killing 
a bad priest," the confessor 
continues. "I'm going to kill 
you because you're innocent.” 

Thus, Father James is 
instructed to put his affairs 
in order before his date with 
destiny on the local beach. 

"Killing a priest on a Sunday 
-that'll be a good one,” 
concludes the parishioner 
before he leaves the booth. 


With the clock ticking, 
the holy man searches for 
glimmers of hope in the eyes of 
his wayward flock including the 
scheming laird (Dylan Moran), 
the butcher (Chris O'Dowd) 
whose adulterous wife (Orla 
O'Rourke) is engaged in a 
violent tryst with a garage 
mechanic (Isaach De Bankole) 
and his own daughter (Kelly 
Reilly). 

Everyone has something 
to hide, it seems, and 
McDonagh's richly detailed 
script suggests that any of 
the men in town, including 
the doctor (Aiden Gillen) and 
an ailing American writer 
(M Emmet Walsh), might be 
Father James's intended killer. 

Indeed, the only suspects 
the weather-beaten priest is 
willing to discount are militant 
Islamists. 

"I don't think Sligo is high 
on the Al-Qaeda agenda," he 
quips to one of the locals. 

Sunday draws closer, forcing 


Father James to consider 
all of the wrongs he has 
committed and their potential 
repercussions. 

Building on incendiary 
themes in his 2011 directorial 
debut The Guard, McDonagh 
delivers an accomplished 
portrait of an insular world 
marinading in depravity and 
regret. 

He populates the wind¬ 
swept locations with a 
memorable band of misfits and 
degenerates. 

Gleeson delivers a towering 
performance as a vessel 
of God, who may pay the 
ultimate price for another 
man's sins. 

The tension cranks up, 
reaching a crescendo as Father 
James takes the lonely walk 
down to the beach to discover 
his destiny. We silently 
plead him to stop, to turn 
around and flee to safety, but 
McDonagh has never offered 
his characters an easy way out.
